It was at first reported that 
the explosion was caused by an in- 
ternal machine, but it was more prob- 
ably due to the ignition of illuminating 
gas.

"Was. of terrific force. It shook the old 
north wing and tore asunder, the foxin- 
•dation and basement walls until aper- 
tures in places are sufficiently large to 
receive the open hand. It is impossible 
•to calculate the extent of tbe damage 
•to the walls. A careful survey will be 
required before it can be ascertained 
how much rebuilding will be required, 
if any. 
The flames did no material 


-damage to the walls. The furniture 
-and hangings of the supreme court 
were destroyed and the law library 
damaged, but mostly by water. It will 
.also require a close examination of the 
library to place the damage there. Ow- 
ing to the fact that the walls of the 
"building are of masonry the fire had 
nothing but the woodwork of furniture 
and fittings to feed upon, and was soon 
extinguished in the upper floors. In 
•the basement there was a roaring vol- 
•cano of flame, which seamed to be fed 
"by gas. 
There is reason to believe that the 


•mere important documents of the court 
have not been injured. The clerk's of- 
fice was not touched by the explosion 
•or by the flames, and in that room are 
.all the more valuable papjsrs of the 
•court. 
They are not all in fire-proof 


•safes, -however, and it is merely a hap- 
py chance that has prevented the de- 
struction of the documents on which 
the decisions of the first court of thia 
country rest. 


The office of the marshal of the su- 


preme court suffered most. The floor 
-was completely blown out of this room. 
Arranged on small pedestals around 
-the supreme court 
chambers 
were 


"busts of Chief Justice Marshall and a 
••dozen other distinguished representa- 
tives of the legal profession who did 
much toward establishing and promul- 
gating the legal precedents 
of 
the 


-country. In the smoke and ruin which 
followed the explosion these valuable 
•pieces of statuary were either partially 
or wholly destroyed, and with their 
•destruction the country 'has suffered 
ran irreparable loss. 
, The law library consisted of 75,000 
-volumes, many of them legal books of 
rare value, and a large percentage of 
the volumes cannot be replaced. The 
•collection is estimated to be of the 
value of $1,000,000, for such of these 
.as might be obtainable, but the in- 
trinsic value of the library is beyond 
•estimation. 


There is another valuable collection 


of books in the consultation chambers 
•of the supreme court which also suf- 
fered great damage. The rooms com- 
prising the consultation chambers are 
just across a narrow corridor from the 
supreme courtroom, and here 
more 


than .10,000 volumes were stored. 


Mr. Justice Harlan said that the 


library was very valuable.

would, he 


thought, be difficult to replace.

St. Petersburg, Nov. 7.—Russia is 


planning a ship canal across the em- 
pire which, shall connect the Baltic sea 
•with the Black sea, so that the largest 
battleships can pass through it at rea- 
sonable speed.- Great as the plan is, 
it is so simple in its engineering as- 
pects and also from a financial view- 
point that the only wonder is that the 
work has not been done long ago. 
"Though the waterway will be ten times 
as long as the Suez canal the terri-. 
torial conditions are so favorable and 
the existing waterways are so. large 
-and deep and convenient in their nat- 
ural direction that only about 150 
miles of the 1,000 miles will need to be 
•dug, and comparatively little dredging 
will be required to complete the avail- 
ability of the natural waterways. The 
•cost is estimated at only 200,000,000 
rubles, or $154,400,000. 


Powers Threaten Olilnn.

A ballot clerk may inform the voter as to the proper manner of marking a ballot", but he must not advise or indicate in any manner whom to vote for. if he wiBhes to vote for all the candidates nominated by any party, should make a cross mark, X, under the party designation printed at the top of the ballot in the square made for that purpose. must not be shown so that any person can see how it has been marked by the voter. After it is marked it should to folded so that fhe inside cannot to seen, but so that the printed indorsements and signatures of the ballot clerks on the outside may to seen. Then the voter should pass out of the booth or compartment, give 


his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, hand him his ballot to be placed in the box and pass out of the voting place.' A voter who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable to read, or that by reason of physical disability, he is unable to mark his ballot, can have assistance of one or two election officers in 


marking the same, to be chosen by the voter, and if he declares that he is totally blind he may be assisted by any person chosen by him from among the legaljvotcrs oj the voters of the county.
